THE FARM ICE CROP. 


For securing the farm supply of ice 
& common cross cut saw will answer 
un place of a regular ice saw. A mark- 
er may be quickly made with a frame 
cf 2x6 stuff. and put together in the 
shape of a sled, but with a piece of old 
saw instead of runners on ‘one side. 
On the othor side fasten a plece of 
smooth iron to run in the last grove 
tu act as a guide. Fasten a wooden 
tiandle to if like a. push cart. Start 
the first line with the ald of boards laid 
on the ice as a guide. The marker 
should be about two feet wide. Mark- 
ing both ways will measure off cakes 
two feet square. Then saw along the 
lines, following the marks carefully, 
and cutting the cakes square, so that 
they will store and pack well, For 
pushing the cakes about fasten a plece 
cl sharp iron to a long pole. Usual- 
“ly a regular ice pole can be borrowed 
from some local iceman, likewise a 
muple of ice tongs to help in loading 
the cakes into the wagon. 

When packing into the ice house take 
Special pains to secure good drainage 
al the boltom, using rails and sawdust 
cr some other plan to keep the contenls 
about a foot above the surface, Lay the 
first course of ice on edge to assist fur- 
ther drainage. Lay the other courses 
side by side. Chink up the top course 
with pounded ice and fill {ce and saw- 
dust around the outside, packing tight. 
Cover the top with two feet of sawdusb. 
Care should be taken to see that there 
ts good circulation of air at the top of 
the ice house, Almost any house will 
keep ice if drainage and air circulation 
are all right. 

Sixty tons of ice will be more than 
enough for any farm, even if there ts 
a great deal used for milk and fruit 
slorage and some sold to neighbors, 
A house that will hold thls amount of 
ice can be built for not over 840, simply 
pulting up a framework tight enough 
to hold sawdust and a roof that will 
keep out the water.

The possibilities of the usef 
the watermark became apparent by 
degrees, It was first found to be of 
Service {in Preventing the forgery of 
books and manuscripts. Many a bogus 
copy of a rare work has been detected 
because the counterfeiter failed to take 
into account the watermarks of the 
original.. The watermark of many a 
precious manuscript In the world's 
museums is alike its glory and its safe- 
guard. And in the Sphere of bank 
notes and paper money everywhere 
the watermark is most useful in pro- 
tecting the notes from imitation, 

The term “watermark” is in reality 
4 misnomer since the mark Is actually 
produced by wire. Wire Is fashioned 
into the desired pattern, figure or let- 
tering. This is inserted beneath the 
sheet in the last stages of its manu- 
facture and while the Paper fs still 
capable of receiving the impression 
and the wire device stamps itself into 
the sheet. Ordinary note paper held 
up to the light reveals hundreds of 
parallel lines running up and down, 
betraying the fact that the Paper was 
made on a wire foundation. To this 
the paper owes its smoothness and its 
even texture, 

In the manufacture of postage 
stamps the watermark is of immense 
advantage as a safeguard. ‘The wires 
that produce the marks are kept strict- 
| ly under lock and key. They are 
brought out only when wanted, and an 
Inspector keeps an eye on them till 
their task is done, when they are at 
once locked up again.—QLondon An-

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G. T. P. Construction 

A despatch from Ottawa states that 
tenders for the construction of 865 miles 
of the National Transcontinental Rail- 
Way, covering six sections between 
Moncton and Lake Nipigon, were open- 
ed by the commissioners on Tuesday of 
last week. Nineteen tenders were re- 
ceived, contractors showing greater 
eagerness this year to undertake con- 
struction work than last year, when 
labor was scarce and wages higher. It 
is understood that figures quoted this 
spring by contractors are a little lower 
than last year, 

The names of the successful tenderers 
will not be known for some weeks. pend- 
ing the report of the commissioners’ en- 
gineers as to figures quoted on each 
class of work. 

When the contracts are awarded for 
these sections there will be under con- 
tract 1.223 miles of road. Between 
Moncton and Winnipeg the distance is 
1,804 miles, leaving 581 miles still to be 
awarded, 

Reports from contractors now at work 
indicate that excellent progress is being 
made, and the supply of labor is better 
than it has been for many months. 
During the coming summer an army of 
between twenty and thirty thousand 
men will be at work on various con- 
tracts, and the pay roll will aggregate 
between two and three millions per 
month, 

Now that the G. T. P. Company has 
settled its negotiations with the British 
Columbia government, the award of the 
contract for the construction of a sec- 
tion of 100 miles east from Prince Ru- 
pert may be expected at any time,

COMPETITION KILLS, 


On the subject of bad rails, the report 
says:—‘The matter was taken up quite 
comprehensively at the meeting of the 
Canadian Society of Engineers in May 
last. The fact was brought oul during 
the discussion that in the year 1906 on 
three railways 537 rails had broken, of 
which 439 had been in service for one 
year and under. The character of the 
Canadian ores was alluded to as one of 
the difficullies encountered by our. own 
manufacturers, but there was a con- 
census of judgment that here, as in the 
United States, the fundamental trouble 
had grown oul of keen competition on 
one hand and pressure upon the mills on 
the other. These things have led to the 
eccnomizing of labor to a degree which 
kas meant poor and defective rails. 
That, however, is bad economy. which 
leads to the wasting of human lives and 
valuable property. ' The killing of 35 per- 


may in some degree have been the price 
which Canadians paid last year for hasty 
énd imperfect production of steel rails.” 


TO SAFEGUARD LIFE. 


Steps urged to increase the safely of 
} travel include the introduction of a 
thoroughly tested block system, closer 
inspection of new rails. roadbed and 
equipment, and a stricter holding to ac- 
ecunt of those responsible for mistakes 
resulting in railway accidents. The 
money waste involved in railway accl- 
dents during the year reached the high 


tolal of $1,961,970, including $642,248 for 
injuries to persons. 


HIGHEST MILEAGE. 


The total railway mileage of the 
country, including double tracks, sid- 
ings, etc., is placed at 27,611 miles. The 
addition during the year was 1,099 miles, 
not including 324 miles of new double- 
track. Of the total mileage Ontario has 
7.637 miles, Quebec 3,515, and Manitoba 
3,074. Canada has one mile of railway 
for every 289 inhabitants, and every 161 
square miles of area—the highest mile- 
age measured against population and 
the lowest measured against territory of 
nearly all countries of the world. 


OVER A BILLION INVESTED. 


The total capital invested in Canadian 
railways is placed at $1,171,937,808. 
The total net earnings were $42,989,537, 
represenling a rate of 3.66 per cent. on 
the total investment. The capitalization 
averages $56,995 per mile. 

Traffic during 1907 showed substantial 
gains over the preceding ye In freight 
there was an increase of 5,899,422 tons, 
and passengers carried increased by 
4.147.537. The total number of passen- 
gers carried was 23,137,319, andthe to- 
tal number of tons of freight was 63,- 
866,135.

Jesus the Centre. It is by no means 
diMcult to determine the centre of the 
unity of this Quarter’s lessons. Every 
one distinctly and pointedly sels forth 
Jesus Christ. There is no better re- 
view scheme than one that places his 
name in the centre of a circle, with 
rays leading ta the eleven names which 
constitute the various revelations thal 
these lessons make of the incarnate Son 
of God,

The contact between hea- 
ven and earth was accompanied by love, 
and the point of contact was the intel- 
ligence of the living soul that God had 
made. The divine address was made 
to this coul by the truth, and the Mes- 
senger was “The Word.” the key-text 
of this lesson is verse 14 (of chapter 
one): “And the Ward became flesh, and 
dwelt among us {and we beheld his 
glory, glory as of the only begotten 
from the Father), full of grace and 
truth.” 

Lesson II. makes Jesus prominent as 
the Lamb of God, which suggests the 
doctrine of the atonement. John the 
Baptist had been preaching much of 
sin, and warning his hearers, without 
respect of dignities, to flee from the 
wrath to come. His best doctrino, 
however, was “Repent.” He had no 
message of salvation except as he should 
prepare the way for the Herald of the 
new kingdom. This he did faithfully, 
humbly, earnestly; and as soon 4s he 
saw the divine Preacher of the new 
gospel coming toward him he cried out 
(verse 20): “Behold the Lamb of God, 
that taketh away the sin of the world! 

Lesson III, introduces the Evangelist

bed, and walk" (5. &8). > 


Lesson IX. presents another view=S 
the great Revealer. He is now on the 
east side of the Sea of Galilee, follow- 
ed heedlessly by a great’ multitude of 
men, women and children. They aro 
far from home and have nothing to eat. 
He takes the initiative, recognizes the 
suffering of the people, and becomes a 
revelation of God the Provider fo them. 
He is now ministering to health rather 
than to disease, and he teaches the les- 
son of the goodness of God in providing 
for our daily needs: “Jesus therefore 
tcok the loaves; and having given 
thanks, ho distributed to them that was 
set down; likewise also of the fishes as 
much as they would” (6, 11). 

Lesson X. follows this with the spjri- 
tual interpretation of the miracle. Our 
daily bread is the token of Jesus, wh 
is the bread of life, bestowed by the 
same Father, who made us and provides 
for us.

But in addition to its agricultural 
possibilities, enough was known about 
the mineral resources of the northern 
country to prove that it was possessed 
ef untold wealth of gold, silver, cop- 
per, iron, and many other minerals, 


stretch of imagination to look in the 
future for @ wheat production of 1,300,- 
OCG bushels, worth practically threo 
times the total foreign trade of Canada 
at the present time. Of the 86,000,000 
acres referred to above, only 5,000,000 
acres are under wheat. One farm of 
$75 acres, with which he was acquaint- 
ed, near Saskatoon, had given a net 
return last season of $14.33 an acre.

SHOT WIFE AFTER QUARREL. 
Elderly Couple of Fort Willlam Victims 
of a Tragedy. 


A despatch from Fort Willlam, Ont., 
says: After living together for over 
twenty years, a petty quarrel of an old 
couple of this city ended in a terrible 
tragedy Saturday aflernoon, Mr. Wm. 
Garton being dead by his own hand 
and his wife lying in the McKellar 
Hospital in a critical condition, as the 
result of a bullet wound in her head,

Neighbors'who were attracted by 
the shots found both lying apparently 
lifeless on the ground, but a closer ex- 
amination showed that Mrs. Garton was 
Still alive, and she was hurried off to 
the hospital, where medical aid has, 
so far, been able to keep life in her, 
although the final outcome is very 
doubtful. No reason for the rash act 
is known, Garton was apparently sane, 
and was not a user of liquor, The cou- 
ple have resided here for many years, 
and have a family of grown-up chil- 
dren.

BRITISH CROWN JEWELS. 


Are Garefully Guarded in the Wakelicld 
Tower. 


Apropos of the seandal in Dublin 
over the disappearance of the regalia 
from tho castle, it is interesting lo 
know what precautions are taken to 
guard the Crown jewels in the Tower 
of London, A correspondent of The 
Lendon Daily Graphic, who has been 
investigating the matter, has discover- 
ei) that during the day there are always 
three Yeomen of the Guard (Beefeaters, 
they are familiarly called), or two yeo- 
men and a sergeant on duly, in the 
room in the Wakefleld Tower, where 
the treasure is kept. 

Blectric bells communicate with the 
guard-room, which is immediately out- 
side the Wakefield Tower. If any at- 
tempt were made on the jewels—as once 
was made by the notorious Colonel 
Blood two and a half centuries ago— 
the alarm would at once be. given to 
the guard-room and the guard would 
be called. If by any mischance the 
guard did not instantly respond, an- 
other bell can be rung which alarms 
the whole of the garrison of the tower. 
Minor precaulions are the posting of a 
Beefeater at the entrance to the stair- 
way of the tower, while a sentry al- 
ways paces just opposite might and 
day. At night every lock is inspected 
by the keeper of the regalia, General 
Sir Hugh Gough, and all are locked by 
him, and the only keys to them are 
{aken by him and kept in his own pri- 
vate apartments at the tower. Besides 
this watch is kept by sentries at the 
only entrance to the Wakefield Tower, 
and every door and every gate are pro- 
lected by specially designed electric 
burglar alarms. \

AUSTRIAN JURY ACOUITS GIRL, if 


Priced to Kill a Russian Goyernoy With 
a Bomb, 


The Isting tension belween Russia 
and Austria Js not likely to be improved 
by the remarkable aequittal by an Au 
Strian jury, of a Russian girl revolu 
tionary who tried to assassinate Gener- 
al Skallon, Governor-General of War- 
saw, in August, 1966. 

Wanda Dobroulicka, the prisoner, 1s 
2) years old, and was formerly o stu- 
dent at Warsaw University. While 
General Skallon was driving in his car- 
ringe she threw four bombs at him, 
bul only succeeded in wounding some 
Cossacks, 

She succeeded in escaping to Trieste, 
and afterward seltled in Galicia, where 
she married an Austrian pointer. The 
Russian Government finally ascertained 
her residence and demanded her extra- 


dtion. As she had become an Austrian 
subject, however, she could not be ex- 
tradiled, and her trial ok place at 


Wadowice, Galleia. 

The prisoner gloried in her atlempt, 
which she deseribed fully in court. She 
stated that she had been designated by 
the Revolutionary partly in Warsaw to 
curry out the “sentence of death” on 
(he Governor-General, and an elaborale 
conspiracy was organized by the lead- 
ers of the Terrorist group. 

In a self-possessed manner she iny 
formed the court that she was guilty 
ef throwing bombs, and added that 
she considered, herself as a soldier 
who gave his life for his country and 
was not a murderer, She never ex- 
pected fo escape, thinking she woull 
he killed by the explosion or shot in 
{he subsequent confusion. 

Military oMeers were forbidden to al- 
tend the court, which was crowded 
when (the jury returned, after fifteen 
minutes’ retirement, a unanimous ver- 
dict of acquittal. The public cheered 
leudly and the women in the gallery 
showered flowers on the young woman,

‘Tn 
them, as well as to Cbristhin ni 
Jews, Moses Is a prophet of the high 
est honor. But, rejeeting the tradition 
of the Hebrews, they refuse to belley 
that he was buried Ip a valley to th 
land of Moab, as is deseribed tn thi 
last chapter of Deuteronomy  Lostead 
they assert that he was buried wher 
he breathed bis last, upon the sum! 
of Mount Nebo. 

Therefore each yenr at the thme ot 
the Greek [aster the faithful pathe 
by thousands {tb the early morning be 
fore the site of the temple of Solomou 
in perfect silence waiting for diay 
break. Later the strange scene of quiet 
Is entirely transformed, fanaties dane 
{ng and preaching, hordes of dervishe 
whirling about In mysterlous “sacred’ 
dances and hundreds of exhorters rous 
ing the enthusiasm of their fellows 
The scene is gaudy with hundreds of 
red and green banners, and the only 
semblance of order js Ip the semiregu- 


lar organizations of marchers. 

At last the procession forms, with 
the banners borne ahead, an iman 
bearing the yataghan of the prophet— 
a short, straight edged sword used by 
the armies of Mohammed—and after 
them more dancers and marchers. 

A large part of the population of Je- | 
rusalem gathers about the gate, out of | 
which the procession moves toward 
the Mount of Olives, but few besides 
the falthful endeayor to obtain a place 
in the ranks of marchers, since death 
has often been the penalty of an at- 
tempt by a non-Mohammedan to make 
this march to ‘‘Nebi-Mouca,” the “tomb 
of Moses.” 

Traders of many kinds invade the 
camp, for the marchers remain at the 
mosque five days, and all their sup- 
plies must be bought from the wan- 
dering merchants, who make a busl- 
ness of looking after their needs. Aft- 
er the first excitement fanaticism 
ylelds to good humor, and games and 
banter fill the time for those who 
have paid their duties at the tomb. 

The mosque on Nebo Is one of the 
most sacred of Mohammedan shrines 
and one of the most difficult for a 
Christian to approach. 

An English traveler who brought an 
order frona the porte was denied ad- 
mittance, and, although in recent years 
it has become possible to enter, it is 
too early yet to forget the experience 
of one traveler who came bearing a 
order of admittance from the sultan 
himself. 

“This firman,” the guardian priest 
said, “commands me to let you enter the 
mosque. “Very well; you can enter. 
But think well before you do so, for 
I find nothing writtem here about let- 
ting you out again!”

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the somewhat odious term “stool pi- 
geon” as used today arose from the 
stool pigeon that used to be employed 
in catching wild pigeons in former 
times. They used to be so plenty that 
they were taken in great numbers by 
the use of spring nets. These nets 
varied in size, but were from two to 
ten yards long and were half as wide. 
They were concealed as much as pos- 
sible, being partly covered with hay or 
straw or whatever was most suitable. 
At each end was a strong spring, to 
which ropes were attached, something 
like 150 feet long, to where the watch- 
er was concealed. Close to the net was 
a stool, or stand, where the “stool pl- 
geon,” usually a tame or captured one, 
was placed. The pigeon was tied by 
the feet to the stool, and from this 
stool a rope extended to the person in 
concealment. Wheat or some other 
grain was scattered about the net, and 
when the flock was passing the rope 
attached to the stool was pulled, caus- 
ing the pigeon to rise and flutter its 
wings in trying to escape. This at- 
tracted the attention of the passing 
flock and induced them to light where 
the grain had been scattered. Then a 
slight pull on the ropes would release 
the spring to the net, which would be 
thrown over them so quickly that they 
had no time to escape. Sometimes 
many hundreds were captured in this

-Let me ask you: What is the most 
important, the most influential building 
in any nation? You take me to the 
magnificent and imposing pile within 
which sits the highest tribunal of the 
of the country, the seat of government, 
the law-making force, But, within 
there may be gathered a lot of self- 
seeking and oppressive persons, enacting 
laws for their own selfish advantage, 
and not for the general good of the 
people. You take me to the cathedrals, 
grand-and impressive in their architec- 
ture, but lifeless and cold within. You 
may take me to the halls of justice, but 
the very name may bea contradiction 
of that which is administered therein. 
You take me to colleges and schools, 
but the teaching may be narrow, falee, 
and unsatisfying. Halls of legislation, 
courts of justice, churches and collezes, 
factories and shops, stores and offices, 
do not in themselves represent the full 
life, the true life of a people; they are 
not the’ most important elements in the 
life ofa people ; they are secondary to 
and dependent upon the most important 
life which is to be found within the 
homes of the people. The home life is 
the fountain, is the source whence these 
others are derived. 


Unfriendly critics sometimes argue 
that mental disorders often proceed from 
the influence of religien. Some mater- 
ialists assert that ‘religion arouses the 
fears, excites the sensibilities and un- 
settles the reason.” ‘The reverse is gen- 
erally the fact. Physicians constantly 
call religion to their aid in dealing with 
neurotic cases. One authority yuoted 
to this effect is Dr. A. B. Richardson, 
lately in charge of the United States 
Hospital for the Insane at Washington. 
In reply to a question from an outsider 
he stated that he had tested the matter 
thoroughly. He continued: **There are 
only two patients in this hospital whose 
insanity has any relation to religion, 
and I think, from their predisposition to 
insanity, that they would probably have 
become insane on some other subject, if 
they had not on religion. Now if you 
had asked me how many people in Ohio 
are kept by religion from insanity and 
out of these hospitals, you would have 
given me a question hard to answer, for 
they area multitude. The good cheer, 
bright hopes, rich consolations, good 
tempers, regular habits and glad songs 
of religion are such an antidote for the 
causes of insanity that thousands of 
people in Ohio are preserved from in- 
sanity by them. But for the beneficent 
influence of religion, Ohio would have 
to double the capacity of her hospitals 
in order to accommodato her insane 
patients.”

Frankford Loses a 
Respected Resident 


John Chapman died on March 20th 
at Frankford. He was the respected 
postmaster, and business man of Frank- 
ford, and was born in the city of Bath, 
England, on August 24, 1888, He was 
educated at the schools in Bath, and in 
1855, when he was only seventeen 
he came to Canada, entering the employ 
of Wm. Brownscombe, a shoe dealer on 
the site of the R. Simpson Company’s 
store, Toronto. He followed the retail 
‘shoe business ever since. In 1858 Mr, 
Chapman removed to Frankford, where 
he was quite successful in business. He 
married Miss Charlotte M. Ketcheson, 
and three sons by this marriage survive, 
viz.: J. Frank Chapman of Deseronto, 
general freight agent, Bay of Quinte 
railway, and of Deseronto Navigation 
Company; Earl R., Gananoque, super- 
intendent Thousand Islands railway ; 
and Arthur M., Frankford, agent Cen- 
tral Ontario railway, and township 
clerk of Sidney. 

His second wife was Miss Olive Stev- 
ens, and two daughters survive : Mrs. 
Douglas Bleeker of Trenton and Mrs, 
Everett Moynes, Frankford. In reli- 
gion Mr. Chapman was a Methodist.

MAKING A CITY TO ORDER. 


e 


Prince Rupert to be the Greatest Model 
¢ City Yet Built. 


-A Boston firm of landscape architecls 
has been awarded the contract for mak- 
ing the general plans for the mode! city 
‘which the Grand Trunk Pacific Rail- 
‘road is to build in British Columbia as 
lithe Pacific terminus of the great new 
lreilnoad system which is now being 
‘built across Canada. 

The contract is one of the largest ever 
given for a similar undertaking, says 
jthe Village. As yet there is only a 
small seltlement where it is intended a 
Jarge and important commercial and 
smanufacturing city will, be built. The 
‘settlement is on Kaien Island and the 
mew city will be known as Prince Ru- 
pert. 
ee The area which is available for the 
site comprises between seven and eight 
square miles, although only a small 
jpart of this will be developed within 
the near future. The island is of con- 
siderable size, but only about one-third 
will be available because of the moun- 
jlain, Mount Hays, which rises to an 
‘elevation of 2,300 feet near the centre 
cf the island, 

The railroad will cross from the 
mainland to Porpoise Island and then 
‘to Kaien Island by means of bridges, 
the first of which will be about a quar- 
ter of a mile in length and the second 

200 feet long. Already a dock a 
jthousand feet long has been construct- 
eo along a part of the waterfront and 
it is planned to extend this for a much 
jlonger distance. The shores are very 
‘bold, and this will aid greatly in pre- 
| paring places for shipping and also 
‘keep down the cost of building docks. | 

It is said to be the plan to have the 
‘shipping and wholesale business on the 
first level, which rises to 75 or 100 feet; 
fhe retail business and the public build- 
dings on the second level, which is some 
‘200 feet high and forms a sort of ridge, 

and the residences still further back 
ou a third level of about 100 feet cleva- 
tion. 

Ample provision for parks wil] be 
‘made, There is an excellent chance for 
one on a central elevation, another at 
jPoint Hays, named, like the mountain, 
sn honor of the president of the raij- 
road, Charles M. Hays of Montreal, and 
a third at the southwestern end of the 
city. 

It is probable also that Digby Island, 
Just to the westward of Kaien Island 
will be developed for residences, a pur. 
pose for which it is admirably adapted, 
The expenditures which are contemplat- 
ed by the railroad 
place alone will total many millions if 
present plans are carried out, 

Prince Rupert is situated within fifty 
miles of the southern extremity of Alaj- 
koa and 551 miles north of Vancouver, 
at the very entrance to the salmon fish- 
ing grounds. It is in the immediate 
vicinity of a large number of canneries 
which send their products to all parts 
of the world. Near at hand are the 
famous halibut fishing grounds. 

Already there is considerable activity 
on *ehalf of the railroad, and recently 
i® contract was let for clearing 2,000 
acres of land at $220,000,

Gottschalk, the pianist, was noted 
for his enormous physical strength al- 
most as much as for bis brilliance as a 
pianist. On one occasion he gave a 
practical illustration of his strength 
which, while it did not display his dis- 
position in the most amiable light, un- 
doubtedly afforded him much satisfac- 
tion. 

He was in concert playing on a plano 
that was built on a new model, one of 
the peculiarities of which was that the 
lip of the keyboard cover projected far- 
ther over the keys than in most pianos 
when the instrument was open for 
playing. Gottschalk, who was accus- 
tomed to throw up his band to a con- 
siderable height during the perform- 
ance of brilllant passages and was un- 
used to this new form of keyboard, 
constantly hit his knuckles against the 
projecting lip. 

This repeated rapping of his knuckles 
at last began to have an irritating ef- 
fect on him, as the audience could 
plainly see, Suddenly after a partic- 
ularly hard rap he stopped short in the 
middle of his selection, wrenched the 
offending cover out of the instrument 
by main force and burled it across the 
platform with great yiolence.
